Eleven Lives Lost By a Fire in 
Boston. 

THREE MORE FATALLY INJURED, 

While SI* Other* are Injured Ry Jump* 

lff»5 l rmn th® Windows of the Hunting

Other Fire Lotn«%. 

Boston. Feb. 8 . — Shortly after mid- 
night Saturday morning the dwelling 
house. Nos. 239-381 North street, occu- 
pied by Maurice Ilubey's clothing store 
on the first fioor and by lodgers, chiefly 
Italian families, on the three tipsier 
floors, was gutter! by Are, which is sup- 
posed to have originated in the store. 
The flames speedily cut off escape by the 
stairway, and the inmates of the build- 
ing had no means of saving their lives 
except by jumping front windows. 
Eleven persons were burned to death, 
three were fatally injured and six were 
seriously if not fatally injured. 

Before the fire was discovered it had 
reached the staircase and was feeding 
upon ttie dry wooden stairs and rapidly 
spreading toward the roof. The sleep- 
ing lodgers were aroused in confusion 
and some were bewildered, and at once 
succumbed to the deadly smoke: others 
attempted to flee down the burning 
stairway and fell victims to the flames, 
while still others leaped from the win- 
dows to meet death or mutilation from 
contact with th» pavement. 

When the firemen arrived they quick- 
ly extinguished the fire and rescued 
those of tlie inmates who had managed 
by hanging out of windows or taking 
refuge on the roof to escape the deadly 
smok.and flame*. 

The shrieks and prayers of the terrified 
people were mingled with the cries and 
groans of the injured, and the scene was 
a terrible one. In a few moments, how- 
ever, tho imprisoned people had been 
taken down the ladders, tho injured re- 
moved to hospitals and the dead to the 
station house. It was then found that 
ten persons had l>een burned to death. 
All of their bodies were found huddled 
together on the top floor, they having 
fled from the lower rooms when they 
first discovered the fire, the flames hav- 
ing cut off escape by the stairway to the 
l lower floor. 

It is suspected that the fire was started 
for the insurance on the store. A man 
named Benjamin Simonds has been ar- 
rested on suspicion. 

There is another story of the origin of 
the fire. It is said that during a drunken 
row over cards one man threw a lighted 
lamp at another, and thus started the 
fire.

One Brother Klllerl and Another

The murderer walked up to 
his victim and remarking: “I'm sorry 

I shot you Jim," walked away and has 
not been seen since.

A MINE DISASTER. 

The Clrratmt AulhrarH* Shaft In the 
World Hadly Wr^rknl.

Owensboro. Ky., Jan. 31.— The great- 
est excitement is reported to exist in the 
section of this country lying between 
Panther anil Mosley ville, on account of 
hydrophobia. Hardin Ernspieger was 
attacked by a mail dog and was bitten 
five times. His wife attempted to drive 
the dog away with a broom and was bit- 
ten three times. 

Three little boys, two of them s ms of 
William Glenn, were severely bitten, 
after which the dog was followed and 
killed. A horse bitten by the same dog 
died yesterday with undoubted symp- 
toms of hydrophobia. Several other 
persons in the same neighlxirhood are 
reported as having been bitten, and the 
excitement and terror are very great. 

Col Union Cnn*«*d Ily Carelmnneuft. 

Memphis, Turin., Jan. 31.— A serious 
collision occurred on the Kansas City 
incline tmeks yesterday, between tw’o 
passenger trains of the Iron Mountain 
and the Kansas City, Fort Scott and 
Memphis roads, caused by the careless- 
ness of the train crew. Tlie baggage car 
of one train and the engine of the other 
were demolished. The passengers of 
both trains were thrown from their seats 
and several were bruised. The most 
seriously injured were: L. Hetting, leg 
broken; — Weslioy, hurt internally. 

Kouirboriy Had to Die. 

Macon, Ga., Jan. 81. — Seven thousand 
people, mostly negroes, gathered yester- 
day at Morgan to witness an execution, 
which was postponed. The crowd lin- 
gered, however, and there was much 
drinking. In the afternoon the riot be- 
gan between the whites and blacks, 
caused by a drunken negro striking a 
white child. Many shots were fired, 
and one white man was fatally and three 
others seriously wounded. Several ne- 
groes were wounded, but none killed. 

Another Church Riot. 

Buffalo, N. Y., Feb. 3. — Another 
riot occurred yesterday at St. Adelbert's 
church, where a factional quarrel over a 
j change of priests has been going on for 
■ a long time. A Polish woman led the 
rioters, who numbered several hundred. 

! The woman was badly hurt. A number 
! of policemen were injured by bricks and 
! other missiles. No one was ki'led, and 
j the police finally dispersed the mob.

A Minstrel Attempt* Solciile. 

St. Louis, Feb. 8. — Ross S. Burch, of

Central Park's Obrllslc. ' 

There is something pathetic in the 
present condition of tho obelisk in Cen- j 
tral park. New York. It is going to 
pieces, unable to withstand the climatic 
changes that exist on the island of Man- 
hattan. This flinty relic of long ago, 
that stood unchanged amid the fierce 1 
heat of Egypt for twenty centuiies, is 
rapidly disintegrating after a few years’ 
exposure to the frosts and storms of the 
land of its adoption. A few years ago 
the grand old monolith was given a coat- 
ing of paraffine, the surface of the stone 
having been previously heated. But this 
treatment has failed to stay the destroy- 
ing hand of the froat king, or to render 
tho obelisk proof against extreme 
changes of temiierature. But one course 
is regarded as open in order that the 
shaft may be preserved indefinitely, and 
tliut is to put up a building that shall in- 
close it. There is no difficulty in the 
way of this procedure, and a high domed 
edifice should put a barrier between 
tlio pitiless elements and this superb and 
historical mass of Ltoue.— Pittsburg Bul- 
letin.

Mr. Brutus J. Clay was in Nich- 
olasville, recently, and made some 
statements in regard to the R. N. 
I. B. Railroad, which were, he 
says, incorrectly reported to the 
Journal of that place. In writing 
to the Journal to make the needed 
corrections, Mr Clay uses this 
language : 

“I did not s ay that the newspapers 
along the line of (lie R. N. I. A B. 
Railroad had been bought up by that 
corporation, hut that the papers in my 
county (Madison) only published such 
items as were favorable to the interests 
of the railroad, utileas paid to do other- 
wise, and that one them, TiieOlimax, 
had added to an advei tieement which 
I had agreed to pay them for publish- 
ing, thereby destroying I lie purpose for 
which I had written it-’’ 

Speaking for Tiik Climax, we 
have to say that it is not true that 
it publishes only such items as are 
favorable to the railroad, ‘‘unless 
paid to do otherwise.” 

It is not true that Tuf. Climax 
“ added to an advertisement” pub- 
lished by Mr. Clay. 

But these statements by Mr. 
Clay are in strict accord with the 
silly vaporings that have daily 
emanated from him since he failed 
to secure the railroad to Waco, 
where he wanted it, but got it 
across a corner of his farm near 
Richmond, where he didn't want it 

Mr. Clay used hi* efforts to have 
the road located through Waco, 
and failing in that, contracted as 
President of the Waco Mining 
Company to have it run within 
two miles of that place. He used 
his euergies to secure the right of 
way. He signed a paper agreeing 
to gi\-e $100 to locate the road on 
a certain line through Richmond, 
and over the properly of people 
who did not want the road. 

Mr. Clay stood cheek by jowl 
with the railroad company and 
the construction company, until 
it was decided to run the road 
through his farm, and then there 
came a sudden and violent change, 
lie said his case should not be 
tried in this county and filed a pe 
tit ion slating that he could not get 
a fair and impartial jury in Madi- 
son county, asking a change of 
venue to some other county. This 
refused, he announced that no 
man would live long enough to 
see a pick or spade stuck by the 
railroad in his lands, and straight- 
way filed a petition for an injunc- 
tion. But work was begun, and 
he announced that every man that 
set foot on his place should be ar 
rested for trespass; but they have 
not been “pulled"' as yeL Then 
he said that every rock blown by 
the blasts bej’ond the “supposed” 
richt ot way would be a lawsuit; 
but those suits liaY’e not been 
brought at this writing. When a 
night force was put on. he signified 
his intention of getting out an in- 
junction ; but it was not forthcom- 
ing. He applied to the Circuit 
Clerk lor a supersedeas, and upon 
the Clerk's decision that he 
had no right to issue same, 
threatened to sue him; but he did 
noL He talked of suing The 
Climax for some imaginary injury ; 
but neglected to do so. He an- 
nounced that the construction 
company was insolvent, 'and at 
the same time the company was 
poking $8,000 under his nose, be 
sides paying all demands whatso- 
ever brought against them. He 
discovered that the papers in 
Richmond were not for the people, 
and said he would start a people's 
paper, but we haven't seen it. He 
grumbled when a damage suit was 
brought against him in Louisville, 
notwithstanding his affidavit that 
he could not get justice in Madi- 
son county. He used slanderous 
language concerning several of his 
fellow citizens, with whom he had 
recently been associated. 

We might extend this list to 
greater length, but certainly 
enough has lreen said to demon- 
strate that Mr. Clay is Bimply 
slopping over on all sides, at ail 
times, and that his remarks con- 
cerning The Climax are not at all 
alarming to us, and should not be 
given any weighty consideration 
by our readers. 

The only thing that troubles us 
is to decide whether Mr. Clay is 
endeavoring to pose as a martyr 
or a bulldozer.

Hitch a thing as having a reg- 
ular correspondent was unheard of.- 
George D. Prentice used to go up there 
duriug the eewdoii, atay a few days, and 
send two or three letters to the Journal, 
but that was all. Whet) the Courier 
sent me there lor the entire session It 
was a great stroke of journalistic en- 
terprise for that time. 

If you will look hack through the 
house journals of 1848, you will will 
see recorded that a certain member of- 
fered a resolution that the correspond- 
ent of the Louisville Courier be grant- 
ed desk room near the clerk. When 
that resolution was ottered, a mountain 
member strong from his seat and made 
a vigorous speech ag-iust It. He said 
that there were at least fifty papers iu 
ll>e State and if the house passed a res- 
olution granting desk room to (he cor- 
respondent of the Courier, each one of 
those (tapers would want a desk for its 
correspondent. If they were given 
their desks, where would the members 
sit? Well, they debated the question 
for two days, but the resolution iu my 
favor was finally passed.” 

How things have changed. The 
daily paper that cannot afford a 
legislative correspondent, is not 
up with the times. Col. McCarty 
is yet young and vigorous, and 
would make a lirst-class corres- 
pondent in this fast age.

NOTHING STARTLING EXPECTED. 



The Senate Will Dlicms the lllalr Edu- 
cational Mill and Will Probably Pass It. 

The Exciting Scene* In the Houif Over 

the Contested Election Case* Will Be 

Ilepeated in That BoJt. 

Washington. Feb. 3. — The senate has 
set aside to-day for the consideration of 
the Blair educational bill. It comes up 
as tlw unfin L-Uied business of the senate, 
and it will continue to come up at 2 
o'clock each day until it is disposed of. 
Its passage is a foregone 'conclusion, but 
it may be debated at some length, and 
its con-sideration may take up two or 
three afternoons. 

A decision is expected from the su- 
preme court of the United States iu the 
suit involving the validitv of the Idaho 
test oath. In event this decision is ren- 
dered the committee on territories may 
dispose of the bill for the admission of 
Idaho at its next meeting. Senator 
Platt, cliairman of the committee, has, 
however, more urgent matter to bring 
before the senate. Tl»e secretary of the 
interior, in an interview with him Fri- 
day, laid before him the necessity of 
pushing to a passage the bill -J ready re- 
jiorted from the committee providing a 
temporary government for Oklahoma. 
Senator Platt will ask the senate to con- 
sider this measure at an early day. 

The customs administration bill 
known as the McKinley biU will be re- 
ported to the finance committee Tuesday 
by the sulvcotnmitteee, Aldrich. Allison 
and McPherson and will doubtless be re- 
ported to the senate the same day. A 
number of amendments will be suggest- 
ed, and when the senate passes the meas- 
ure it will be thrown into conference, 
where it will stay for some days. 

The discussion of Senator Butler's bill 
to assist the emigrant may be resulted in 
6eme form or other. The senator from 
South Carolina himself may make a 
brief speech explaining the charcter of 
the measure, further as believes it has 
been seriously misunderstood bv some 
of the speakers who have discussed it in 
the senate. 

In the secret session the nominations 
of Indian Commissioner Logan and the 
superintendent of Indian schools. Dr. 
Dorchester, are still awaiting considera- 
tion. It is believed that much of the 
delay in consideration in these cases is 
due to the fear that if they were brought 
up at this time, they would be acted up 
on adversely. So they may not be con- 
sidered during the present week. An 
effort will be made, however, to obtain 
time for the consideration of Samoan 
treaty, which is now pending.

THE MOUNTAIN LAND. . 

Drip Rock, Ky., Jan. 24th, 1890. 
Editor Climax : 

Some one who has a very erroneous 
knowledge of the mountains of Kentucky 
has undertook to write us up, and, as 
might be surmised, failed to give a true 
picture of our people and land. 

The mountains are not as far advanced 
in modern improvements as some more 
favored places. The new inventions of 
farm life are perhaps a little conspicuous 
by their absence, but they are coming at a 
rapid rate. The people areas wideawakes* 
those of any place, when the conveniences 
of modern life are concerned. 

Our hills contain as good iron and coal 
as those of mote famed regions. They 
only await the capital’s power of develop- 
ment.

On their slopes are the sighing pines, tali 
poplars and stately oaks, which are sup- 
plied to the towns of the Blue Grats on 
every tide by our loggers. 

One person objects to our roads. We 
admit that ia this county there is not a 
mile of pike, but roads are about the aver- 
age of those of the bluegrass. The ridge- 
roads are not as insurmountable as some 
of tlie low -landers suppose. 

Now as regards our people, I can say, 
as far as my observation goes, there is not 
a "cleverer, honester, or workinger people” 
in our beloved State. They give their 
best to their guests, which is not only of 
a good quality, but without price, with a 
few lonely exceptions. Fashion-plates are 
studied and followed as much as by our 
bluegrass sisters. The people are very 
honest ; no locks or keys are to be found

A Florist’* Interesting Talk on the By- 
bridlzAtloo of PhuiU. 

William Bertemiann talked to a re- 
porter from behind a bank of roses of all 
tints and lmeB. 

“This rose is a brother of this one,” 
said he, as he laid out two beautiful 
flowers of the deep pink variety. “Here 
is the grandfather of these two,” contin- 
ued he, as he placed upon the counter a 
splendid red rose on a spindling stock, 
and here is the grandmother.” 

Tlie latter was a small white rose of 
unattractive appearance, but upon a 
rugged stalk. Then Mr. Bertermann. 
pointed out the cousins, and aunts, and 
uncles and other relatives of the flowers 
he bad exhibited. 

“It’s just like raising horses or cattle 
or hogs,” said he. “The stock is contin- 
ually improved by careful breeding. 
Flower breeding has become a science, 
and, by crossing the best varieties every 
year, new and more beautiful flowers are 
being grown. A man who ceased to be a 
florist ten years ago, could not go into a 
first class flower garden now and recog- 
nize many of the flowers that we deal in 
most extensively. There has been a mix- 
ture of blood, so to speak, until nearly 
all the old time flowers have lost their 
identity. Nearly all the flowers sold 
now are hybrids, or crosses between the 
most desirable old stocks.” 

Mr. Bertermann then explained the 
process of hybridization, the mere opera- 
tion of whicli is easy enouglL It is sim- 
ply necessary to carry the pollen by 
means of a camel hair brush, or other- 
wise, from one blossom and place it on 
the stigmatic surface of the flower of the 
other, or seed bearer, A colony of bees 
in a flower garden will do the work bet- 
ter than it can be done with a brush. 
They constantly carry the pollen from 
one flower to another, but of course 
there is no system about the crosses 
they bring about When liybridiiation 
is attempted the florist must be certain 
that the plants are receptive. As a rule, 
by close observation the florist may be- 
come able to tell when to apply the pol- 
len. Not a few plants develop stigma 
and anthers at the same time, and with 
them it is necessary to remove the an- 
thers before they burst, and at the same 
time by means of a fine gauze, or other- 
wise, to prevent the visits of insects 
which might convey pollen from another 
flower, and thus effect an undesirable 
cross. 

This sometimes happens; a flower in 
good form, but defective in color, is per- 
haps crossed with another, which is 
faulty in shape, but of novel and desira- 
ble shade. A weakly grown variety 
may be used in an effective way in a 
combination with stronger grown, lack- 
ing the particular qualities of the for- 
mer. As with the “grandfather’’ and 
“grandmother,” Mr. Bertermann pointed 
out where breeding the dark red rose, 
supported hv a weak stalk, to the puny 
white rose on a healthy stalk, a splendid 
pink rose, supported by a well developed 
stalk, was produced. Sometimes the 
florists’ ideal is kept so constantly in 
sight that the pollen of a particular 
strain becomes more or less futile. 
Growers of cyclamen and gladiola ha- 
bitually call in the aid of a microscope 
to determine the state of the pollen in a 
highly bred seedling. If it is found to 
be uneven — not plump, clear and regular 
— in size and outline, the plant is dis- 
carded as a propagator, and another 
chosen which promises to allow the de- 
sired results in size, form and color of 
flowers. 

Hybrids lietween two distinct genera 
are by no means common. Mr. Berter- 
mann cited one example in philageria, a 
cross between the beautiful and climb- 
ing Lapageria roses and the bushy Thi- 
lesia buxofolio, which is intermediate 
between its two parents, though not 
nearly so desirable a« either. Species of 
tlie same genus frequently refuse alto- 
gether to cross with e^h other, and 
some again will cross only one way. 
Florists, however, have never been able 
to lay down any definite rule, and excep- 
tions can only be learned by experience. 
For the most perfect and symmetrical 
flowers, it is best to select single flowers 
which are most perfect in their petals for 
seed 1 leavers. Another interesting fact 
is that single or semi-double sorts, with 
perfect cafrolas, will produce double 
flowers of a regular, symmetrical forma- 
tion. 

“It’s a fascinating business,” said Mr. 
Bertermann, “and the only trouble is, 
florists who make a business of raising 
flowers for the market, as we do, have 
not the time to devote to hybridization. 
That work is done most successfully by 
gentlemen who make the business a con- 
stant study. The best man at hybridiza- 
tion in Indiana, perhaps, is the florist at 
Purdue university. He makes the breed- 
ing of flowers a speciality, and is certain- 
ly very proficient in the business.” 

“Are artificial colorings much used 
now?” 

“Very little, as compared with former 
times, for the reason that all tints can 
be obtained by hybridization. Cut white 
flowers are sometimes placed in ink, and 
by absorption they take on a blue tint. 
And then roses are sometimes given a 
blue tint by placing about their roots 
iron dust from around anvils in black- 
smiths' shops. 

“I observed a strange thing recently. 
I had placed some hyacinths in water, 
and after they had stood for a while the 
color all left them. In handling the 
earthen pots in which they were placed, 
their departed color stuck to my liands 
from the ontside of the pots. The water, 
it seemed, had drawn the coloring mat- 
ter all out of the flowers, and it had set- 
tled on the outside of the earthenware.” 
— Indianapolis News.

A Queer Coincidence. 

In Berks county, Pa., at the little vil- 
lage of Shillington, lives Samuel Shil- 
ling, a living fulfilment of a remark- 
able coincidence. lie first saw the light 
of day on Feb. 22 , 1810 .

Such I.« the Collection of Souvenir* field by > 
the Pan- American Delegate*. 

Every delegate to the Pan-American 
congress has a trunk packed with the 
souvenirs of his excursion about the 
United States. At least, every delegate 
could have a collection of that size if he 
took at much pains to preserve his col- 
lection as did Edmund W. P. Smith, an 
attache of the congress, who was one of 
the party of tourists. The collection, 
when spread out in museum style, con- 
stitutes an exhibit of no mean order, and 
testifying to the enterprise of American 
cities and American merchants when a 
chance to advertise themselves presents 
itself. 

Two hundred dinner and lunch mefius, 
fully a hundred and fifty gifts from man- 
ufacturers and merchants, and over two 
dozen presents from cities in the form of 
books descriptive of the beauties of the 
places, ail elaborately illustrated. Pitts- 
burg leads the cities in the elaborateness 
of its souvenir. Of the size of a double 
cabinet photograph album and bound in 
morocco, the 400 pages of the book are 
at least half taken up with photo-litho- 
graplss of every point of interest in Pitts- 
burg. Another book of 500 pages elabor- 
ates the business facilities of that city, 
each of the volumes being elegantly 
bound in morocco. 

The city of Milwaukee also presented 
the delegates with an elegant souvenir, 
it being a book devoted to full page photo- 
lithographs of objects of interest of tluit 
city. Tlie Pennsylvania Railroad com- 
pany's souvenir is headed by a largo 
etching, with autograph of President 
Harrison, followed by a list of cities vis- 
ited by the party, an extract of Secre- 
tary Blaine’s speech of welcome to them, 
and other data of the trip. The same 
company also presented each delegate 
with a bound tiny volume, containing 
fac-simile8 of every railroad ticket nec- 
essary to carry them over the route of 
their journey. 

The menus were as numerous as tho 
days covered by the trip, and are filled 
with original ideas in their design. 
Most of the menus and many of the 
books of description of the cities were in 
Spanish. Springfield, Ills., gave each 
delegate a copy of the “Life of Lincoln,” 
bound In morocco. 

Delegates got four or five dozen of 
badges from various sources, of satin, 
ornamented with a gold plated log saw, 
crossed hand saws and a circular imple- 
ment of tlie same variety. As expensive 
as any of the presents were the gold 
watches distributed among the ladies of 
the party at Philadelphia, the gentler 
sex during the short time of their stay 
with the special train having also re- 
ceived an abundant supply of hose made 
of the heaviest silk. 

A Large piece of crude rubber, accom- 
panied by a pair of tiny rubber shoes; a 
hunting knife of a foot in length, sam- 
ples of tiles, an ax and a patent sweep- 
ing machine were presented among the 
useful articles. The Pittsburg, city 
Chamber of Commerce presented large 
gold plated medals, and from Holyoke, 
Mass., came a full supply of silk flags 
of all sizes. 

Sioux City’s gift was of solid gold, 
with an illustration of the com palace of 
that pi jee in the form of a badge. Kan- 
sas City gave silver badges, of the size of 
a one dollar piece. 

A lock company of Philadelphia is rep- 
resented in the collection by a padlock, 
nickel plated and date of visit there on 
it in relief. From Erie, Pa., is a brass 
pajier weight in the form of an angle, 
a solid silver coffee spoon and after din- 
ner knife incased in a satin lined box. 
There are few brides whose wedding day 
brings presents more abundant and cost- 
ly than those given tlie delegates of the 
Pan-American congress. — Washington 
Post,
